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Myron T. Herrick:, 

former Governor of Ohio, and ex- Ambassador to France, 
was at one time President of the American Bankers' 
Association, and has held that office in the Society for 
Savings of Cleveland since 1894. In addition to the many 
services which Mr. Herrick rendered his State, he was 
for some years member of the City Council of Cleve- 
land. Princeton University conferred the degree of 
LL.D. upon him in June, 1915, in recognition of his 
work in France while ambassador. 

Charles H. A. Wager 

has been Professor of English at Oberlin College since 
1900. Yale gave him a Ph.D. degree in 1895, and his 
scholarship has won him numerous other distinctions. 

John Hays Hammond, 

President of the National League of Republican Clubs 
and late President of the American Institute of Mining 
Engineers, gained an international reputation as one of 
the four leaders in the reform movement in the Transvaal 
during 1895-1896. This hitherto unpublished story of 
the Jameson raid, as related by Mr. Hammond to Mr. 
Alleyne Ireland, the well-known English publicist, has 
already aroused keen interest among the readers of the 
Review. 

Charles Johnston, 

though now a citizen of the United States, has traveled 
extensively in Russia. His Russian connections (he is 
a brother-in-law of General Brusiloff) have given him 
exceptional opportunities for understanding conditions 
in that distracted country. 
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
